INJUNCTION AGAINST ‘TRESPASS.—In the 
Chancery Division yesterday Mr. Justice Powell, 
on the application of Mr. Bewley (instructed by 
Messes. Contannon and Fahy), acting for Mrs. 
Julia Kilgariffe, granted An interlocutory injenc- 
tion to restrain Joun and Martm Kelly, James end 
Bdward Neill, Peter and Peggy Joyce, Michaei 
he Mis. M' Hugh, Michael and John Melia, Mar- 
i” and Thomas Roche, Patrick Keane and Michael 
Larkin, until the trial of the action, from trespass. 
lug upon Wer lands at Gurrane, Co. Galway, and 
from conspiring with one another to interfere with 
her in the management of the land. 

CONG IPSTED DISTRICTS BOARD PROSECT- 
TION.—In the’ Kine’s Bench Division yesterday, 
before Mr. Justice Pewell, in the matter of the 
Congested Districts Board of Ireland against 
James Murray and others, Mr. Leonard, K.C., with 
whom was Mr. J. M. Fitzgerald ifistructed by 
Mr. J. (Connor, solicitor to the Board), applied 
on behalf of the Board for an order that James 
Mtiray be committed to prison for breach of an 
undertaking which was given by him in open 
Court on the Sth alt.. An injunetion had then 
been granted against the other persons restraining 
them from trespnssing on, and holding, possession 
of, certain lands a Lisinitiill and Jéananearia, 
Co. Galway, which the Congeéted. Districts Board 
held for the purpose of distribution among con- 
gested and uneconomic holders of land in the dis- 
trict. On the Sth of June the defendant, James 
appeared in Court and under:ook to 
surrender the plet which he held, and not to inter- 
fere further with the lands. Unfortunately, said 
counsel, Murray te back on his undertaking, or 
was forced to go back on it, and eince then he 
had been using the land as his own. The other 


, five defendants had not interfered since the order 


was made acainst them. The other defendants

An affidavit of Denis Ring, a bailiff in the em- 
ployment of the plaintiffs, was produced, ine which 
it was stated that he (Ring) had an interview with 


| Murray on the 19th inst.. and that Murray said

Was not hound by the promise that 
he had made in Court; that he was sorry that he 
had appeared in Court, and that he was going to 
sow the lands. Murray also stated to him ‘that the 
whole case was goife fo be tried at a Sinn Fein 
Court at _Killimore. Since the 19th inst. Murray 
was continually trespassing on the land. Mr. 
Justice Powell, in giving judgment, said that 
Murray was a shopkeeper, living in a labourer’s 
cottage: another of the defendafits was a herd, 
living in a herds howse: another of the defendants 
Was a blacksmith, living in a cottage of his own. 
As a result of a letter written by “Murray to. the 
Vongested Disiricis Board, he (the judge) nee 
given Murray an- opportunit of appearing 
Court and mak ing hia own statement. Sir Henry | 
Doran was then examined, and proved that the 
jands in question were lands which had been 
acquired by the Board for the relief of conges- 
tion, the people for whom the lands were allotted 
being people who had Fm in a congested 
district at a ford,

disposal of the Board 
part of the country. Sir Henry Doran explained 
that the Board had no power {6 give the lands to 

reons like Murray and the other defendants. 

urray stated that, having lost a brother in the 
war and having two sisters nurses in the War, he 
considered that he was entitled to something. He 
(the judge) confessed that he entirely faid to sce 
that the fact that Murray's relationa had done 
what they considered their duty in the war cave 
him the right to deprive impoverished farmers in 
hig district of their right, because that was what 
it came to. The acts of Murray and the other 
defendants were causing great injustice to the 
most impoveriahed agriciiltural classes. the email 
farmers who were eking out a miserable existence 
on uneconomic holdings, and who had neither 
shops nor trades to fall back upon, and for the 
improvement of whose condition in life the Con- 
eested Districts Board had feally been established. 
Mr. Murray acknowledged in Court that he had no 
right, to go on the land, and that he was abso- 
lutely wrong in what he had done, and that he 
gave an undértakine that he wonld not interfere.

The Marquis of Salisbury said that he did not 
think that any property owner would wish to 
rob the public of any open spaces which they 
valued, because of any right possessed by the 
lord of the manor. He thought that the clause 
might be withdrawn, and brought up in an 
amended form on the "Report stage. 

Viscount Haldane said that the clause was 
very carefully considered by the Joint Com- 
mittee.

The events of the past week in Belfast are 
a disgrace to our common Christianity and 
an urgent menace to the peace of Ireland. 
They afford an appalling prospect of 
armed forces of Irishmen at one another's 
throats in many parts of the country ; 
and with every new: outrage—whether it 
be the murder of a policeman or an attack 
02 a Roman Catholic church—the chances 
of any true settlement of the Irish ques- 
tion become more remote. Moderate men 
are in despair, and we cannot think that 
the responsible leaders of the Republican 
Party find any comfort in the outlook. 
In the meanwhile, the country’s commerce 
and industry are suffering. Irish: agri- 
culture amassed rich reserves during the 
war, but they are beginning to feel the 


| strain, and foreign trade is shunning our 


distracted shores. At this critical moment 
the accident of a bad harvest or of ah 
epidemic of cattle disease might give the 
finishing touch to our calamities. 

What does the Government prepose to 
do for a part of the British Empire which 
is on the point of destruction? There are 
two possible courses, each of which, in its 
way, might be effective. In the first place, 
the Government might undertake a virtual 
reconqnest of those large areas of Ireland 
where British law has ceased to prevail. 
It might make martial Jaw universal, flood 
the country with British troops, build new 
police barracks, and occupy them, in place 
of the hundreds which have been destroyed. 
Last week's debate in Parliament showed 
that the Government—which is the best 
judge of its own military resources, and 
ought to be the best judge of the temper

the Irish people. The Home Rule Bill 
has not a solitary friend in Ireland. 
Although a majority of the Northern 
Unionists has aecceptedwt under pressure, 
Unionist misgivings are, we suspect, re- 
sponsible in some measure for the peculiar 
violence of the Belfast disorders. All 
moderate Nationalists and Southern 
Unionists loathe the Bill, and hatred of 
partition is a prime cause of the strength 
and prevalence of the Republican move- 
ment. Even the Bill’s former friends in 
England are beginning to realise the truth. 
The Times said yesterday that “it is use- 
less for the Government to speak either to 
Irishmen or to British Labour in the terms 
of their present proposals.’’ Mr. Lloyd 
George's announcement, therefore, must 
add fuel to the fires of Irish disorder, and 
there is no prospect that those fires will 
be quenched by the hand of a strong, 
resolute, and fully-equipped Administra- 
tion. 

We speak plainly because we realise the 
danger of illusion at this fateful moment— 
whether the illusion of expecting more 
law and order than the Government is 
willing or able to give us, or the illusion 
that the English people, though slow of 
thought and action, ever will tolerate an 
independent Republic in this country. 
The Prime Minister says that the Govern- 
ment intends to persist with its Home 
Rule Bill. The Chief Secretary regrets 
that he cannot give adequate protection to 
law-abiding Jrishmen. Jf matters. are 
allowed to drift, the crimes and disorders 
of these summer months are a grim warn- 
ing of the conditions that may prevail in 
Ireland during the coming winter, when— 
it may be—political unrest will be aggra- 
vated by economic distress. Surely the 
time has come when all Irishmen of good- 
will should unite to help their land and 
themselves? If they cannot improve the 


political situation, they can hope at least, 
by example and precept, to awaken the 
country’s moral and “social conscience, and 
to compe it to appreciate the horrors of 
the abyss on whose edge every one of us 
stands to-day. Crime is a moral offence. 
a social outrage, an economic folly. Is 
there a God-fearing Unionist, Nationalist, 
or Sinn Femer who does not accept this 
truth with al] his heart? Is it not, then, 
the duty of all honest Irishmen of. all 


together for the creation of a public 
opinion which will suppress crime and, 


reprisals? We know that all Southern 
Unionists would hasten to be partners in 
such a movement. We welcome the indi- 
vidual pronouncements of such prelgtes as

It is pro 
posed now to raise the deficit on fifteen 
months’ working within eleven months 
from August 5th. The fares and rates will 
be raised, therefore, to produce £3,000,000

Ordinary passenger fares—those’ which 
affect everybody except railway workers— 
will be increased by 334 per cent. of the 
present rate. In other words; -they will 
be twice as great as they were before the 
war, and a third-class return ticket from 
Dublin to Belfast, which costs 28s. 4d. now, 
in future will cost 37s. 94d,~<or probably 
37s. 94d., as the Government is not likely 
to make a present of the 4d. to the hapless 
traveller. Season tickets will become 75 
per cent. dearer than they were in pre-war 
days, and traders’ tickets will only be 20 
cent. cheaper than ordinary fares. 
Moreover, the amount of traffic which a 
trader must have to qualify for the special 
rate will be raised to double its former 
volume. These increases in passenger 
fares are estimated to yield in all 
£1,450,121 per annum, and the remaining 
£2,453,225 will be raised by increasing ihe 
charges for goo¢s and mails by passenger 
train, goods, Jive stock, and minerals by 
freight train, and cloak-room accommoda- 
tion. The proposals will be brought before 
the Government to-day, and probably wil! be 
accepted. When the Government took over 
the Irish railways it gave a definite promise 
to restore them to the companies in statu 
quo. it was understood that the deficit, 
if any, would be made good by the Govern- 
ment, and that the Irish people would 
be safeguarded against financial loss. The 
present project is disastrous.

Emigration to Canada. 


An amendment of the Merchant Shipping 


Bill is urgently needed for the protec- 


tion of emigrants to Canada. - All such 
emigrants must undergo a medical 
and civil examination before they leave 
the United Kingdom. That is only right 
and proper. When they reach Canada, 
however, they are required to pass search- 


| ing tests, which are conducted by officers 


of the Canadian Immigration Department. 
This second examination very often results 
in the emigrant’s being declared untit for 
admittance, Some are rejected because 
they are considered physically unfit or 
mentally deficient; others because they 
lack the sum of money stipulated by the 
regulations and might become public 
charges. The rejected emigrants are 
kept under close guard until an oppor- 
tunity arises to deport them. The position 


of these unhappy people is deplorable. 


Many of them are faced by absolute ruin. 
Their life's savings have been used to 
defray the cost of the expensive journey 
across the Atlantic, and disaster has over- 
taken them at the eleventh hour. They 
are forced to return to England or Ireland. 
penniless and dejected, to renew the 
struggle for existence under the worst 
possible conditions. Nobody will dispute 
the right of the Canadian Government to 
refuse admittance to those whom it re- 
gards as “undesirables’’; but common 
justice demands that the refugal shall 
be made before the emigrant has broken 
up his home and booked his passage. It 
should be made illegal for a shipping com- 
pany to sell a ficket to a person who cannot 
produce a certificate that he will be allowed 
to land on Canadian soil. 


Foot-and-Mouth Disease. 

Yesterday the Department of Agriculture 
announced that cases of suspected foot- 
and-mouth disease had been detected 
among Irish cattle at Holyhead. So far 
the suspicion has not been confirmed, but 
the English authorities have taken signiti- 
cant action. They have decided that no 
animals, except those for immediate 
slaughter, can be landed in Great Britain, 
and have prohibited all shipments of Irish 
stock to Holyhead. These measures 
mean a serious dislocation of the 
Irish trade; but in similar circum. 
stances the Irish Department would act in 
exactly the same way. Pending the report 
of the experts who have been summoned 
to Holyhead, it behoves Irish farmers to 
exercise the most scrupulous care. Every 
animal should be examined, and, if one 
shows suspicious symptoms, ‘the fact should 
be reported to the Department without 
delay, Neglect to take precautions may 
have far-reaching consequences. It will 
be remembered that in 1912 foot-and- 
mouth disease spread throughout the 
entire country, and that before ihe ont- 
break could be eradicated it was necessar’ 
to adopt most stringent measures, Exports 
were prohibited; the removal of cattle 
from one field to another was prohibited ; 
and whole herds were slaughtered. There 
can be little doubt that the seriousness of 
the outbreak of eight years ago was due 
in part to the farmers’ ignorance of the 
symptoms of the disease. On this occasion, 
however, all farmers should be aware of 
the way in which it develops... The know- 
ledge which they bought at such a great 
price im 1912 should be their protection 
now. :

The writer of “A Londoner's Diary ” in 
the Evening Standard to-day mentions an 
extraordinary story of mysterious aero- 
planes-in the West of Ireland, manned by 
Sinn Femers wearing British uniforms, 
which have visited certain British camps 
there, and dropped bombs on our troops.

Mr. Lloyd George, it is said, has just 
told his colleagues in the Government that 
he must have some time for rest and re- 
creation owing to the state of his health.

One or two concessions of a minor 
character were made by the Chancellor on 
the report stage of the Financial Bill this 
evening.

Attempts were made to induce the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer to reduce the 
duties in the case of sugar, beer, and 
cigars. without success, and a fresh attack 
was made by Sir W. Joynson-Hicks against 
the decision to repeal the petrol duty in 
favour of a tax on the horse-power of 
motor vehicles. The hon. member was 
afraid that the Government's proposals 
would kill the motor industry, but the 
view was not shared by the Chancellor, and 
the original proposal stood. 

The Government Whips are no ‘longer 
counting on the adjournment of Parlia- 
ment during the second week in August, 
but regretfully admit that it cannot take 
place before the third week. The delay 
arises largely from the necessity of passing 
the new Irish legislation and strengthen- 
ing the hands of the »uthorities but partly 
from unexpected calls upon Gove~nment 
time, such as the Irish Lebate this even- 
ing. 

No date has, so far, been announced for 
the presentation to the House of the 
Government proposals for meeting the 
difficulty which has arisen owing to the 
failure of trial by jury in Irelamd.

CITY OF DUBLIN COMPANY AND @MeEIR 
EMPLOYES. 


Mr. Ben Tillett, General Secretary of the 
Dock, Wharf, Riverside and General Workers’

The work- 
people concerned are all settled around the 
Holyhead district, and if the Postmaster- 
General’s threat is given effect io. says Mr. 
Tillett, it will mean the breaking up of their 
homes. 

Our Holyhead: Correspondent telegraphs ---The 
announcement that the City of Dublin Steam 


minate their mail contract in November has 
reopened the question as to whether or not the 
contract is likely to change hands. The com- 
pany have held the present contract since April 
lst, 1896. This expired in 1917, when it was 
renewed on a twelve months’ basis, being more 
recently altered to a six-monthly contract, The 
company have had the necessary six months’ 
notice terminating the contract on the 27th 
November next. It is understood that the 
Postmasier-General will shortly issue an adver- 
tisement inviting tenders for the contract, to 
cover a term of years. The mere fact that the 
City of Dublin Company have had notice to 
terminate their contract does not, of course, 
preclude their sending in a tender for the new 
contract. If by any chance they should fail to 
secure the contract there would be sufficient 
work at Holyhead to maintain the steamers 
ecessary for the service, to keep both the pre- 
nt Steam Packet Company's yard and also 
that of the North-Western Company fully occu- 
pied. Again, if the present holders. of the con- 
tract did not apply for the new one the number 
of men affected would be about one hundred 


j and forty on the boats and one hundred and 


fifty in the yard, but of those engaged on the 
boats about half reside in Ireland, and which- 
ever company secured the contract there will be 
plenty of room for these men. As an example, 
it may be cited that the new steamers to the 
order of the North-Western Company will have 
to be fully manned. Then, again, with regard 
to the men emploved in the Steam Packet Com- 
pany’s yard, it is not outside the range of 
possibility that this will be taken over by the 
successful tenders, always assuming that the 
present holders either do not make a bid for 
the new contract or fail to secure it by tender.

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OBITUARY. 
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MR. MICHAEL LAWLOR. 

The death of Mr. Michael Lawlor, the Irish 
sculptor, took place on Saturday et his residence 
in North Kensington, London. Mr. Lawlor, who 
had reached the age of 81 years, was well known 
in his day in the artistic world of three 
countries. He belonged to an old Queen’s 
County family, but was a" native of Dublin, 
where he first studied art as pupil of the 
sculptor, Kirke. Later he spent a considerable 
time in Paris, and eventually settled in London. 
He continued frequently to exhibit in Dublin, 
and was a constant exhibitor until lete in life 
at the Paris Salon and at Burlington House. 
At the Royal Academy exhibition one year he 
enjoyed the distinction of having a marble bust 
eceepted and catalogued as ‘ unfinished.” He 
exhibited in Dublin what was probably the last 
sculptured portrait done of the ate Mr. 
John Redmond. Mr. Lawlor executed several 
Royal commissions, including a medallior. 
which was a wedding gift to their present
